By. and by, when future 
generations begin to spend the 
money that their progenitors are ac- 
cumulating, they will doubtless find 
many odd and eccentric ways of do- 
ing #0. 

Meanwhile it may be said thatethe 
favorite recreations of prominent 
Canadians of the present day -are 
golf and motoring. To attempt te 
enumerate all the illustrious people 
who are devotees of the royal game 
would make a list that would be 
wearisome by reason of its length. 
From Premier Borden down the list,- 
there are scores and scores of citi- 
zens who place the word golf after 
the inquisitorial query: , “Your fav- 
orite pastime?”

Another is that they are brought

the various railway systems of the 
| world during the cold and wet au- 
tumn and wintek following the excep- 
tionally sodden summer of 1888.
